|Seamen Still Out; 
No General Strike 


| NEW YORK, (AP) — The in- 
dustry-crippling maritime _ strike 
was intensified in the United States 
Monday but a threat of the 
country’s most serious maritime 
walkout mushrooming into a gen- 
eral work stoppage faded. 

An American Federation of Labor 
leader's assertion that a general 
Strike might be sought was con- 
tradicted by a union official who 
termed the threat “ridiculous.” 

The country’s water transport re- 
mained bogged down with between 
1,500 and 1,600 ships immobilized in 
ports on-all coasts, 

In New York city 400 tugboats, 
vital to the city’s existence, joined 
the harbor strike.

616 M.P.H. Mark 


LONDON, (CP)—Group' Capt. 
E.M, Donaldson of the R.Af. es- 
tablished a world air speed record 
Saturday by flying 616 miles an 
hour in a jet-engined Gloster Met- 
eor IV over Tangmere in Sussex, it 
was announced officially Sunday. 

A sister plane piloted by Sqdn. 
Lar. William Waterton of Edmon- 
ton also broke the existing record 
by flying 614 miles an hour after 
Group Capt. Donaldson established 
the new mark. 

The previous record of 606 miles 
an hour, recognized by the Feder- 
ation Aeronautique Internationale, 
was set Noy.

The new figures were the average 
for four runs over a course between 
Little Hampton and Worthing.

Nuclear Power Said Possible 


But More Costly Than Coal 


NEW YORK, (AP) — American* 
Scientists told the United Nations! 
atomic energy commission in a re- 
port made public Saturday a nuc- 
lear power plant with a capacity 
output of 75,000 kilowatts probably 
could be built and fully equipped 
for $25,000,000 in a normal locality 
in the eastern United States. 

The normal operating cost at 
capacity, however, would be ap- 
proximately 0.8 cents a kilowatt 
hour as compared with a coal power 
plant which could be set up for 
$10,000,000 under the same con- 
ditions and operate at 0.65 cerits 
a kilowatt hour. 

Advantages of the nuclear plant 
as against the cheaper production | 
of power from cOal under present | 
conditions would include the out- 
put of by-product radio-active| 
isotopes for use in analytical work 
and medical treatment, the report 
said, although this probably would | 
have little effect on the economics 
of power production. ” 

The nuclear plant would yield 
certain advantages also over -hydro- | 
electric power plants in being able | 
tu supply heating and process steam | 
directly in addition to power, the! 
report said, | 

“The nuclear plant might aid in 
industrial development of is- 
olated parts of the world where the 
cost of oil, gas or coal is prohib- 
itive and where a suitable supply of 
water is unavailable, because the 
nuclear power plant, if combined 
with the modern gas turbine, would 
make unnecessary a supply of any 
such fuels or cooling water,” the re- | 
port said, |

Canada Not Eager 
Keep World Grain 


OTTAWA, (CP)—Government ex- 
perts apparently aren’t anxious for 
Canada to become “caretaker” of 
the world’s surplus wheat stocks. 

They looked lightly upon a sug- 
gestion at the world food confer- 


ence in Copenhagen that Canada 
be asked to store wheat stocks of 
100,000,000 bushels or more for in- 
ternational use, and termed the 
idea “ridiculous,” without exactly 
saying why. 

One authority did think, how- 
ever, the proposal had been ad- 


vanced by conference delegates un- 
aware of the difficulties that might 
arise. 

He agreed Canada could store as 
much as 600,000,000 bushels without 
too much trouble—she stored 80,- 


000,000 bushels during the war by 
using every available space—but 
added “we aren’t asking for any 
more.” 


One difficulty which could arise 
if Canada took over the care-taking 
of world supplies might be that the 
dominion might find in a bumper 
crop year, with 100,000,000 bushels 
of “outside” grain on her hands, 
she would have no storage space 
for her own product.

Each settler will receive 
a minimum of 240 acres depending 
on grade of the allotment. 

This: spring 763 veterans seeded 
crops on crown lands allotted 
throughout Saskatchewan under a 
provincial 33-year lease scheme. 


The plan calls for an option to 
buy after 10 years with purchase 
price determined by the produc- 


tivity of the land over the period 


Rental is charged on a_ basis 
varying from one-sixth to one- 
eighth of the crop returns, 

The tract will not receive per- 


manent settlers until the spring of 
1948, 

Already a gang of men are work- 
ing at clearing a preliminary 30,000 
acres of the land which is partially 
covered by light bush. Other parts 
of the tract are more heavily for- 
ested. Operations this winter call 
for a group of 15 to 20 men work- 
ing with tractors, brush _ pilers, 
bulldozers and other heavy equip- 
ment. In the spring they will be- 
gin to break the land. 

Reconstruction Minister John 
Sturdy said settlers will be placed 
only when and where there is an 
economic basis for settlement, Care 
will be taken that settlers have a 
“good start.”

An official of the Ontario Hydro Elec- 
trie Power Commission warns that the pro- 
vince may have a power shortage a _ few 
years hence as the result of industrial strikes 
now going on,

Lack of materials, he said, is holding up | 


the construction of power plants and the 
extension of distribution systems, including 
new lines to supply current to farmers. <A 
power shortage would be “inevitable” if in- 
dustrial tie-ups continue to prevent the out- 
put of machinery and supplies necessary for 
construction. 

A shortage of power would of course 
involve a restriction of employment, check 
business expansion, prolong scarcities, crip- 
ple exports while foreign countries move in 
and occupy markets abroad. 

These effects must follow wherever a 
productive industry is put out of action — 
whether by strike, lock-out, flood, fire, or 
any other factor. Where the plant is en- 
gaged in the production of capital goods, 
such as machinery and equipment itself de- 
signed to increase production, the results 
must extend into the future. 

Canadians are paying a heavy price be- 
cause we have not devised and enforced some 
method for the settlement of industrial dis- 
putes without paralyzing production. Where 
the expansion of productive industry is it- 
self blocked we shall continue to pay for 
years to come — in reduced employment, 
hampered trade, scarcities, and lost markets. 

If Canada’s competitors were devising 
a policy to keep the country from prosper- 
ing at home and extending its commerce ab- 
road they could adopt no better plan than 
that of shutting down our productive in- 
dustries. But they don’t have to try to do 
that. To a dangerous degree we are doing 
it for them. The predicament of Ontario’s 
power-supply system is only one illustration. 


Polio Not the Worst 


Nothing of course should be said at this 
time which might cause any person to under- 
rate the seriousness of infantile paralysis, to 
neglect any precautions against infection, or 
to delay action where symptoms appear 
which may indicate an attack, 

This rates definitely as a disease not 
to be trifled with. Where there is any 
reason to suspect infection, medical aid 
should be secured immediately, This un- 
derstood, it is in meaSure reassuring to learn 
from the Health League of Canada that 
polio is not as deadly as some other well 
-known diseases, notably whooping cough, 
diphtheria and scarlet fever. 

These are all greater killers than polio, 
Last year in Canada there were 457 deaths 
from whooping cough, 270 from diphtheria, 
79 from scarlet fever, and 24 from infantile 
paralysis. 

Preventive drugs for these three more 
fatal diseases are freely available, and a 
national immunization week is to be obser- 
ved from Sept. 29th to Oct. fifth. Without 
relaxing vigilance against polio, all across 
the Dominion people should take full advan- 
tage of the opportunity they have to safe- 
guard themselves and their children from 
these still more deadly maladies. 

A Recess Might Help 

The General Assembly of the United 
Nations is scheduled to meet two weeks hence 
in Flushing, New York. Russia would like 
the meeting postponed because the confer- 
ence of foreign ministers at Paris will then 
still be dragging along, and, as M. Vishinsky 
explained, the Soviet has not enough trained 
diplomats of first rank to supply contingents 
to both gatherings at the same time, 

As an argument for postponing the As- 
sembly meeting, this admission suffers some 
loss of strength for the reason that Moscow 
diplomats of the second rank might be found 
to be more amenable to logic, less steeped in 
suspicion, or at least better mannered, than 
some of those allocated to the first order of 
magnitude. If they didn’t insult their fel- 
low-delegates by walking out in a huff, Rus- 
sia would gain prestige not lose by 
their failure to follow the examples of M. 
Gromyko and M. Molotov, 

It would be better to recess the gather- 
ing at Paris than to delay the meeting of 
the Assembly, if either has to be done for 
reasons of courtesy. The lesser body should 
give way to the greater. The world par- 
liament is of more importance than the con- 
ference of ministers. And perhaps the con- 
ference would make better progress in fu- 
ture if the ministers took time out and lis- 
tened to what the representatives of the 51 
United Nations think about the problems 
over which they have been squabbling. 

So far as results show the talkfests at 
Paris could be interrupted for a few weeks 
without harm, and perhaps with advantage

More Deportations in Order 


Brazil has a Japanese problem, approp- 
riately known as the Yellow Terror if the 
despatches are correct as to the aims and 
activities of a society called Shindo Remmei. 

There was a heavy immigration of Japs 
into Brazil in pre-war times. The purpose 
of this society is to dominate and intimidate 
the colonists, to keep alive in them ‘The 
old faith in the emperor and the supremacy 
of the empire.” They keep the faith alive 
by assassinating those who refuse to 
conform. 

For a Japanese in Brazil to admit that 
Japan was defeated is a self-pronounced 
sentence of death, His name is put on the 
list of ‘Traitors who must die’’, and in due 
time he is murdered. 
him. One of the agents of the black-hand 
organization, thrown into jail by the police, 
boasted “Our arm has thousands of hands,” 
all ready to shoot, club or stab one of the 
condemned. 

The Japanese colonists believe this. Be- 
lieve it so completely that they will not talk 


about the Shindo Remmei and its doings. | 


Quite a number of them have committed 
suicide when they found out that their names 
were on the death list. 

This of course is Brazil's problem. 
There is nothing that outsiders can do about 
it. But they are bound to be interested in 
the situation, to wonder what it signifies 
as to the position of Japanese who live in 
other countries—where the same or a simi- 
lar organization may get going. 

It will not be strange if in the long run 


the Brazilian authorities solve the problem | 


by following Canada’s example and ship a 


lot of Japanese back to their homeland; not, | 
however because these want to go but be- 


cause they are a nuisance to the police and 
a menace to their law-abiding kinsfolk.

LONDON— While Canada cele- 
brated its Labor day, a trade union 
battle, the outcome of which may 
well be decisive for the whole 
future of British labor was be- 
ing fought out in London 
The issue involved is the closed 


shop. Though in recent years the 
closed shop has become the rule 
in nearly every large Canadian 


industry, in Britain, the cradle of 
trade-unionism, it has so far been 
imposed only on certain special- 
ized industries, such as the print- 
ing trade. 


The present dispute revolves 
around the London’ Transport 
Board, which 
runs all of Lon- 
don’s buses, 
trams and the 
subway. It is 
owned by the 
public, but con- 


trolled by a semi- 
independ ent

The origin of the dispute dates 
back to 1937. At that time, Ernest 
Bevin, now foreign secretary, was 
boss of the Transport and Gener-

5,000,000 members, of whom only 
about 100,000 are transport work- 
ers, 

In 1937, Bevin called a strike of 
London busmen. In spite of their 
efforts these bus men were out- 
votea and failed to achieve their 
aims. As a result of their opposi- 
tion, a number of their leaders 
were expelled from the union, 


The outcome of this 1937 dispute 
was the formation of a ‘break-away 
union which took the name, Nat- 
ional Passenger Worker's union. 
This new organization succeeded 
in building up a membership of 
11,000, despite opposition from

DURING THE WAR, antagonisjn 
beween TGWU and NPWU_ was 
largely suspended Lately two 
things have occurred to fan the 
dormant embers into flame. Under 
the Trade Disputes Act of 1927 
it was an offence for an employer 
tc compel a man to be a member 
of a particular union, But that act 
was repealed last May. Secondly, 
under the wartime essential works 
order, an employer can not dismiss 
4 workman in an industry covered 
by the order except with the con- 
sent of the ministry of labor, But 
the London transport board ceased 
lo be covered by this order on Sep 
1, 

Three months ago, after the ré 
peal of the Trade Disputes Act, 
the big TGWU informed LTB that 
if 12 am drivers who were mem- 
bers of the small NPWU continued 
to work, the drivers belonging to 
ihe TGWU would be called out 
The LTB faced an awkward pro- 
blem, The 12 men could not be 
dismissed because the essential 
works order still applied, and the 


alternative was a strike which 
would paralyze an important sec- 
tion of London's transport, As a 
result, they made a rather lud- 
icrous compromise, The 12 men 
were taken off work, but remained 
on the board's payroll. This fare- 
ical siluation has existed for the 
pas! three months. But now the 
essential works order has been 
iifted and the men are to be dis- 
missed 


The TGWU thus has a free hand 
to demand thal members of NPWL

stocks of grain for which there 
is no ready market— at least not at 
a price which will repay the farmer 
for his production costs and his ef+ 
forts. Therefore, unless we antici+ 
pate this change in conditions, and 
prepare to meet it, we are going to 
be up to our necks in trouble. 
The fact that the government is 
buying all our wheat at an arbis 
trarily fixed price at the present 
time has given cause for some 
dangerously unsound _ thinking, 
There are many people who be- 
lieve that because the government 
is buying grain at arbitrarily set 
prices now, this situation will con 
tinue for ever, and that the creas 
tion of a “floor” price will permit 
our farmers to continue to operate 
on the present basis. In other 
words, that the government will 
continue to buy all the wheat pro- 
duced at a “parity price” regardless 
of whether it is able to re-sell it or 


not. The folly of this line of reason- 


ing will be immediately obvious to 
any thinking person. 

What we should realize now is 
that within the next few years our 
agricultural economy is going to 
have to find some other basis than 
the growing of wheat to be milled 
into flour to feed a hungry world, 
Either we are going to have to 
find alternative use for our wheat, 
or we are going to have to find 
some other crop or commodity 
which our farmers can produce 
and sell at a reasonable price. We 
should be making our investiga- 
tions and plan now—tomorrow may 
be too late

| The whole story has been toid 
in a 128-page pamphlet—“The Post- 
war outlook for American Shipping” 
-now being circulated, rhe re 

port was prepared for the United 
States Maritime commission by tae 
post-war planning committre set 
up three years ago 

It suggests the many proposals for 
international co-operation toward 
peace, economic equilibrium and 
reciprocity in trade cannot succeed 
unless there is collaboration @ divi- 
sion of the world’s shipping business. 

A dark spot in American planning 
is the absence of definite informa- 
tion from other countries on their 
intentions regarding maintenancn of 
a merchant marine. 

Canada, the report notes, “has 
several times as much tonnage as 
she had before,” and the possibility 
is raised that the dominion and 
other British Commonwealth coun- 
tries will “insist on developing 
large fleets of their own.”

BERLIN.—Germans of the Bri- 


|tish zone of occupation next Sun- 


day will go to the polls to vote in 
their first free elections since be- 
fore Hitler became head of the 


| state. 


They will be electing municipal 
councils to replace those set up by 
government last fall 
and, it is expected, more than 14, 
000,000 Germans will take part in 
the almost forgotten procedure of 
democratic voting. 

Occupation authorities attach a 
twofold significance to the voting: 

1, First indications will emerge of 
how Germans have reacted to Bri- 
tain’s policy of instituting democ- 
racy and self government. 

2. It will become apparent which 
of eight authorized parties com- 


{mands the greatest following. 


By Secret Ballot 

Voting is to be by secret ballot 
and as far as possible precautions 
similar to those operated in Britain 
will be introduced to preserve the 
secrecy. : 

About 600,000 Germans in the zone 
are to be excluded from _ voting. 
They are persons under 21, ex-mem- 
bers of certain institutions in the 
Nazi hierarchy, former office hold- 
ers in the Nazi organization, former 
members of the German general 
staff or high command, or persons 
disqualified by denazification panels 
on account of Nazi affiliations. 

Except in some rural areas, rep- 
resentatives of all parties are con- 
testing most elections.

How to plan a lunch 
that’s well balanced 


e Make the lunch that’s carried a 
part of your regular mea! schedule. 
Fit it in with breakfast and dinner 
so that each meal supplies just about 
one-third of the day’s food. 

e Introduce variety by sending jars 
or covered paper cups filled with 
hearty salads or extras such as po- 
tato salad, cold baked beans, cot- 
tage cheese, kidney bean salad, 
macaroni salad. Other welcome ex- 
tras are slices of cold roast meat or 
meat loaf, olives, hard-cooked or 
deviled eggs. 

e Send along either fresh fruits or 
vegetables as a salad or as a dessert. 
Crisp celery, carrot sticks, radishes, 
whole tomatoes, or apples, pears, 
oranges, and other fresh fruits are 
welcome additions to the lunch box. 
Salads such as coleslaw, fruit salad, 
a wedge of head lettuce with salad 
dressing in a small covered jar or 
cup to dip it in, fruit-flavored gela- 
tin salads in which fruit and crisp 
vegetables are molded—all can go 
in the lunch box. 

e Include a special treat—especially 
for a child’s lunch box—such as a 
few stuffed dates and prunes, a bag 
of salted nuts, a candy bar, a few 
pieces of candy or a sucker. 

e Don’t forget that a hot soup in 
the thermos bottle tastes good on a 
cold day. And if the weather is hot, 
iced chocolate or tea, or lemon or 
orangeade is a refreshing addition,
